Without Ambiguity. 


Occasionally I hear a “tory which 
suggests to me that subtlety is not a 
strong point with our people.

Fooins the Kuve. 


I wonder how many people realise the 
extent to which their eyes have been fooled 
in some of their favourite cinema features. 
One of the most important factors in 
modern “ movie ” production is the ability 
to impose taken at different times 
and places upon one another, so as to 
create the illusion of simultaneous photo- 
graphy. 

The perfection of this process was 
achieved a little while ago by a 17-vear old 
Californian schoolboy, named Dunning, 
who has obtained a United States patent 
over his invention. Previous!y such com- 
posite efforts had left obvious gaps in the 
picture, or else had produced “‘ phantom ”' 
effects. Now an order can be given to a 
London cinematographer to photograph so 
many feet of. Say, thea National Gallery, 
and to ship the negative t» Hollywood. 
There the necessary action pertinent to the 
“story ’’ is photographed by the Dunning 
process and coupled with the London nega- 
tive. In “ Annie Christie “all the interest- 
ing harbour scenes were taken from a 
tuc-boat on Fast River, New York, but 
the characters played by the principals 
were not introduced till a month later in 
a studio in California. ' 

The process is particularly useful in the 
case of sound films, as it permits the sepa- 
ration of action in conjunction with such 
noises as street traffic, enabling the latter 
to be toned down so as not to interfere 
with the clarity of the dialocue.

“Ghe “Death Watch.”

That Mr. Henry Ford is a resourceful 
man, I knew, but his latest brain-wave 
seems to me to. out-do all his previous 
operations. He has acquired a large 
melon farm, whose products he intends 
to use for commercial purposes. From the 
melons he proposes to extract alcohol for 
paint, and with the residues to make a 
substance serviceable as wood. The idea 
is a good one, and, if the wood is pro- 
duced on the same scale as the cars, the 
dumping of Russian timber need be feared 
no longer 

Mr. Ford is a great believer in the 
adage, “ Waste not, want not,” and the 
principle of that proverb is carried out in 
all his factories. Everything in the Ford 
works that can be utilised is salvaged, and 
the Ford Company estimate that through 
their salvage system they make a net profit 
of between four and five million dollars 
a year. In the large Ford plant at 
Dearborn, Michigan, some 800 men are 
employed in salvaging operations. They 
reclaim everything from tin tacks to 
derelict barges. As many as 600 old cars 
a day are stripped and melted for use in 
making steel. Up to the present, I am 
told, more than 55,000 old cars have been 
bought for this purpose. Few people 
would think of saving small boards with 
nails in them, but in Ford’s no board as 
big as 8 inches long and 14 inches wide 
is thrown away, and all nails are salvaged. 
The nails are sent to the foundry at the 
rate of 75 kegs a day, and 9,000 boxes are 
made every day from the saved wood. It 
is little wonder that Ford cars can be 
turned out cheaply. 


Ghe Russian Calendar. 


Russia, as my readers may be aware, 
continued to follow the Julian Calendar 
long after most of the other European 
nations beean to use the Gregorian. 
England adopted the Gregorian reckoning 
in 1752, when the day immediately follow- 
ing the 2nd of September became, by Act 
of Parliament, September 14, and angry 
mobs pursued the cars of British Ministers, 
demanding back their eleven days. Soviet 
Russia has adopted the reformed calendar, 
and now reckons time like the rest of 
Europe, the change having been intro- 
duced in 1923 by causing October 1 to be 
followed by October 14. Yet there is some 
slight difference:that will give rise to dis- 
agreements in the remote future. The 
rule in the Eastern Church is not the 
same as the Gregorian calculation, but it 
claims to be more accurate. According to 
the Gregorian rule, every century year 
whose first two figures are divisible by 4 
is a leap year, whereas in the Greek 
Church the rule introduced is that every 
century vear whose first two figures, after 
being divided by 5, give a remainder of 
2 or 4, is termed a leap year. The Rus- 
sian Calendar will, therefore, be in con- 
sensus with the Gregorian till 2800 A.D.. 
which will not be a leap vear in the Greek 
Church, though it will, of course, be a 
leap year with the _other Continental 
nations. Yet, by the rule above stated, 
2000 A.D. whl be a leap year in the 
Eastern Church, and so once more the 
Eastern Church, and the extra dav will 
more than correct the Eastern alendar 
as compared with the Western.

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THE SLUM PROBLEM. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Some of your recent correspondents 
on slum clearance may be feeling that the 
Free State Government is turning a deaf ear 
to their suggestions. I am glad to be able 
to inform them that this is not the case. 
President Cosgrave and Mr. McCarron, 
Secretary to the Depart ment of Local 
Government and Public Health, most kindly 
invited me to visit them last week, with 
reference to my proposals im my letter to 
your paper. We met in the President’s office, 
[Leinster House, and later in Mr. MecCarron’s 
cflice. Custom House, and discussed the 
matter at some length. 

Your correspondents will, no doubt, be glad 
to hear that the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health is giving careful 
ccnsideration to the various proposals made 
during the past few weeks. I think that Mr. 
McCarron will be happy to extend his 
housing activities if only public opinion will 
back him up. If we all Join to show the 
Government and the Corporation ciearly that 
we wish them to undertake larger slum 
ciearance schemes and to borrow the necessary 
funds, 1 feel that they will be pleased to do 
so. If we spread the cost over a period of 
forty to fifty years by long-term loans, the 
amount to be paid every year by the tax- 
payer and rate-payer would be comparatively 
small. I think, therefore, that. in order to 
make the present anti-slum campaign success- 
ful, we might do well to get suitable resolu 
tions from persons all over the country. 

I would also appeal, to all those who can 
afford to do so, to show that they are really 
{sincere in their desire for slum clearance and 
better housing for the poor by adding to the 
fund started by “ Tenement’”’ and myself, or 
some similar fund.—Yours, etc..

At the dinner Mr. E. L. Clarke, Manager of 
Messrs. Ford’s works, Cork, presided, and 
congratulated the competitors on the

He went on to trece various 
developments and researches which marked 
the advance from the old to the new 
physiology, which had sprung up within the 
last fifty vears, and dealt with the results 
of the work of the eminent men who figured 
in many of the researches and experiments 
which led to the present state of knowledge 
of the subject.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS.

Mr. Norton, in his address, referred to the 
successful accomplishment of the task of 
separating the industrial and political sides 
af the movement last year, and said that 
since then the Administrative Council had 
devoted constant attention to the extension of 
membership and the creation of separate 
machinery for the party’s requirements. 

‘ Having regard to the initial difficulties to 
be encountered in the separation of the two 
sides of the movement,” he said, “I think 
we can congratulate ourselves on the progress 


made, and on the fact that we have succeeded. 


“in establishing 130 new branches throughout 
the country, apart from the affiliated corpora- 
tive members. These achievements, in my 
view, constitute a hopeful augury for the 
future success of the party.” 

Going on to deal with unemployment, he 
said that, as a working class movement, 
thinking primarily of the welfare of the 
workers, they must necessarily concern them- 
selves with the social problems which vitally 
affected their people, and of these problems 
the evil of unemployment transcended al! 
others in importance and in the need for 
urgent solution. 

“ For the past nine years,” he continued, 
‘‘our workless people have endured the un- 
diminished hardships of involuntary idleness, 
and, notwithstanding ong m3 by the Govern- 
ment to contend that the unemployment 
problem has become less acute under its ad- 
ministration, I think the practical experience 
of our people, and the widespread poverty 
which we see in the working-class areas, 
furnish abundant evidence that wunem- 
ployment is still the outstarding social 
evil confrontin the country to-day. 
Acording to cial returns, there are 
approximately 26,000 persons registered as 
unemployed at the labour exchanges, but in 
order to attempt to measure the extent of our 
unemployment problem we must add to this 
figure the large number of unemployed agri- 
cultural workers, self-employed small farmers, 
domestic servants, and adolescents who heve 
not been able to find employment since they 
left school. 


A GIGANTIC PROBLEM. 

‘These latter classes are outside the scope 
of the Unemployment Insurance Acts, and 
since there is to them, as to insurable workers 
who have exhausted their claim to benefit, no 
material advantage in registering at the labour 
exchanges, they do not register, and conse- 
quently do not come within the figures re- 
turned by the Government as registered un- 
employed. I think that the sum total of un- 
employment from these sources—and they do 
not by any means exhaust all the sources— 
will show that our unemployment problem 
to-day is still a problem of gigantic propor- 
tions, and a festering sore which is under- 
mining the physique and morale of our ple, 
and weakening the strength of the nation by 
reason of the inability of the State to use the 
wealth-creating powers of our unemployed 
men and women.”’ 


SOMETHING RADICALLY WRONG. 
“There is clearly something radically 
wrong with our agricultural policy,” he 
declared, “‘when, with all the factors for 
supplying our own home market with its 
agricultural and dairying requirements, we 
neglect that market and import many of 
the commodities which we could easily pro- 
duce at home. Nor is our failure confined 
to neglect of our home market. We have, 
close to our shores, the profitable British 
market, and, although in a favourable 
geographic position in relation to that 
market, we appear, as a nation, not to 
recognise adequately its possibilities and | 
value, and to allow distant but more far- 
seeing competitors to beat us in the race 
for supremacy there.” 

Neglect of their industrial potentialities 
rivalled the neglect of their agricultural 
position. The outstanding feature of their 
industrial life had not been development, 
but decay, and there were still to be seen 
throughout the country the structural 
remnants of factories which once gave 
employment to their people, and which once 
gave hope for their industrial greatness.

By 240 votes to 180, the House of 
Commons yesterday passed the second read- 
ing of the Unemployment Insurance Bill, 
which extends the Fund’s borrowing powers 
from £90,000,000 to £115,000,000 and ex- 
tends the transitional period for six months 
as from October 18th.

FREE STATE’S POSITION 
AT GENEVA. 


(Potatoes ) 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, moved that the Dail approve of the 
General Act for the Pacific Settlement of In- 
ternational Disputes, annexed to the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Assembly of the League 
of Nations on the 26th September, 1928; and 
that the Executive Council take the neces- 
sary steps to accede to the said General Act. 

The MINISTER said that they had 
incurred obligations regarding the settle- 
ment of disputes under the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, under the Kellogg Pact, 
under the optional clause concerning the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice, and 
under a variety of treaties which had specific 
clauses attached to them from time to time. 

The House had already accepted in legal 
matters as final and binding the decision of 
the Permanent Court of International Justice. 
The flaw was that they were limited to legal 
disputes, and so a General Act had been 
drawn up, which, it was hoped, would apply 
to all disputes. 

It was prepared in four chapters, dealing 
with conciliation, judicial settlement, arbitra 
tion and general provisions. . 

The Act hed so far been accepted by a 
number of countries, including France, Great 
Britain, Spain, Luxembourg, Belgium, Fin- 
land, Norway and Denmark. It had been 
accepted with reservations by Holland and 
Boeken, and Italy had announced its inten- 
tion of accepting the whole Act. 

He was proposing that the Dail accept the 
whole Act. and accept it unconditionally. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said 
that, while he was rather cynical about the 
agreements which had been entered into be 
tween some of the greatest as well as some of 
the smaller nations being observed, he 
thought that every effort should be made to 

ut an end to war, and have disputes settled 
*“ conciliation, arbitration or other peaceful 
methods. Their party were pleased to join 
in this, and they would be glad if their own 
disputes could be settled in the same way. 

r. ANTHONY As Cork Boro') said 
that they of the Labour Party heartily wel- 
comed the motion, and, despite the fact that 
it might not contain all they desired, it 
undoubtedly marked some advance along the 
road to universal peace. If any machinery 
could be set up tendin towards the abolition 
of war it would have the support of his party. 
They felt that in all wars the working-classes 
suffered most. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Government, Cork, W.) ex- 

ressed his pleasure at hearing the Fianna 
Fail and Labour Parties giving their benedic- 
tion to the efforts of the Minister for External 
Affairs for. his great work at the League of 
Nations. 

“ Our voice,” said Mr. Sheehy, “ can now 
be heard with great effect at the League of 
Nations, and, small as we are as a nation, we 
have noble and great traditions behind us.” 

They were now, he added, in a position of 
being side by side with the great and small 
nations in endeavouring to get away from the 
horrors of war. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) complained 
that the Dail had nct been informed of the 
Free State Governments decision to sign 
without reservation, the other States, which 
were members of the British Commonwealth, 
signing with certain reservations. 

The Act, he said, was of very little import- 
ance; for, in the long run, the question 
whether or not the country would be involved 
in war would not be decided by the State, but 
by the British Government, and it. was much 
more significant to them that the British 
Government had decided to ratify the Act. 


MR. McGILLIGAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that it was easy to 
be cynical about these matters, and par- 
ticularly so when nations had not made up 
their minds as to when disarmamnet of a 
decent type must come about. The General 
Act put sixteen nations into a certain posi- 
tion, and an aggressor nation would be 
marked out more or less as an aggressor. 
There was no conflict of statement by the 
Minister for Finance or himself on the matter, 
and there was no change of policy. Deputy 
Lemass had suggested that support of the 
British Commonwealth group was bought at 
the price of their subservience to the interests 
of British Ministers. No support was bought 
for the Free State’s seat on the Council, and 
there was no _ subservience to British 
Ministers at the League of Nations. They 
signed. without modification or reservation. 
The other members of the Commonwealth had 
decided to sign with some reservation, and, 
resumably, with the same feeling that they 
ad signed the optiona! clause. 

The motion was agreed to. 


VOTE PASSED.

The report oí the Joint Com- 
mittee, which was. read by Mr R. Dow, 
Secretary, stated that every department of 
the hcapital during the past year had been 


that the number of patients treated exceeded 
all previous “recotds.” The expenditure 
exceeded the income by dover £3,000. The 
deficit was accounted for to a large extent 
by the sum of ‘£1,800 due by the County 
Council, and not received in time to be in- 
cluded in the financial year just closed. A 
three days’ street collection realised £337. 
The extern department was enlarged at a cost 
of £6,865 up to the present, which had 
added to the overdraft at the bank. 
HALF-CROWN APPEAL FAILS. 

The appeal for 100,000 halfi-crowns to wipe 
out the debt realised only £395, which sum 
included £100 from one of the governors to 
start the fund. It was only after the failure 
of the half-crown appeal that the Managing 
Committee—not. without some opposition— 
decided to participate in futore sweepstakes, 
and so they looked forward to being in a 
position a year hence. to report that the 
house had at last been put in order. The 
total ordinary éxperiditure for the year 1920 
31 was £15,812 17s. 7d. (without including 
‘the balding work), as against £15,651 10s. 8d. 
for the previous year, and the total income 
was £12,405, as against £14,475 in the 
previous year. During the year a total of 
25,918 persons (exclusive of. X-ray patients) 
received medical or surgical treatment in the 
hospital. The Committee paid tribute to the 
work done for patients in the Convalescent 
Home, Bray, and by Sister Nellie, the Matron 
of the Meath Hospital. The report concluded 
by stating that, notwithstanding what they 
might receive from the sweepstake, they 
| required every shilling of voluntary contribu- 
tions that might be made. 

COST OF COUNTY PATIENTS. 

Mr. W. 8. Collis, M.A., moving the adop- 
tion of the report, said that the hospital Jast 
year had treated from the city 1,796 tree-bed 
cases and the cost of that was / .,832. The 
county patients cost £4,163, and the hospital! 
was paid by the county at the rate of 
£2, a year. The county had lost 
two rich districts—Pembroke and Rath 
mines—which represented 43 of their 
valuation, and the county had intimated 
that their grants to the hospital would be 
reduced by that percentage annually, which 
would mean a loss of £1,500 a year. If and 
when this deduction took place the hospital 
would have to look to the city authorities to 
make up this sum out of the extended area. 

Mr. b. J. Munden seconded the motion, 
and the report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. Charles Warner, 
seconded by Dr. C. J. Murphy, the thanks 
of the meeting were voted to the County 
Council, the City Corporation, the Hospital 
Sunday Fund, and all friends who had sub- 
scribed to the support of the hospital. 

Mrs. Cosgrave proposed that the increasing 
demands on the resources of the hospital by 
the sick poor entitled the institution to a 
more extended and generous support. She 
urged on all persons interested in the hos- 
pital to continue their personal interest in 
it, and if this continued there would be no 
falling off in the subscriptions. 

Colonel Campbell, seconding, said that if 
people realised that last year there were 
20,746 free-bed nights when the patients 
occupied them received all possible care and 
attention, the position of the hospital, so far 
as subscriptiong were concerned. would be 
assured. 

The Lord Mayor spoke of the splendid 
work which the hospital was doing. He 
joined with the committee in the appeal the 
were making to Dublin citizens Ae the Iris 
people generally, not to avail themselves of 
any excuse, such as sweepstakes, for not send- 
ing in their subscriptions to the hospital and 
like institutions. e said he would do what 
he could to see that the Meath, or any other 
hospital, did not suffer by the inclusion of 
Pembroke and Rathmines in the city area.

QUESTIONS OF T.D.’S 
PRIVILEGE. 


The Dail resumed the discussion of the 
motion standing in the names of Deputies 
Dr. Ward (F.F.. Monaghan) and B. Maguire 
(F.F., Leitrim-Sligo), asking the House to 
disapprove of the action of the Minister for 
Local Government in refusing to allow 
deputies to make representations in person to 
the deciding officer on behalf of old age 
pension claimants whose cases are on appeal. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said that the 
debarring of T.D.’s from approaching the 
deciding officer ai the Customs House pre 
vented many worthy claimants’ getting 
pensions.

SAFEGUARDS FOR CLAIMANTS. 

Mr. DE VALERA admitted that the 
privilege accorded to deputies of appearin, 
in person on behalf of claimants could 
abused, but at the same time he thought it 
would be most unwise to cut it off altogether. 
The Minister could provide safeguards against 
abuses. It would mean a great deal for 
claimants if deputies could appear before the

DECENTRALISATION OF WORK 
SUGGESTED.

A HE sitting of the National Thrift Congress at the Dublin Mansion 

House yesterday was mainly concerned with the local organisation 
of the movement throughout the country, and the opinion was expressed 
that the time had arrived w’:en the work must be decentralised as much as 


possible.

L. Sherlock. 
THE GROWTH OF THE MOVEMENT 


In a paper dealing with the local organisa. 
fion of the movement, Mr. T. J. O'Callaghan, 
B.A., hon secretary, Galway County Savings | 
Committee, in paying a tribute to the work 
of Mr. H. A. Mallett, the Secretary, said 
that the success of Mr. Mullett’s efforts was 
seen from the fact that by 31st March, 1924, 
nine and a half months after the inauguration 
of the movement, £943,812 had been invested 
in Saorstat Fireann savings certificates. The 
period 1923-24 was the most successful until 
the very definite upward trend in 1929. when 
£: 384,796 had been invested. The amounts 
invested for the intervening years were :— 
1925, £352.164; 1926, £703,610; 1927, 
£755,781; 1928, £848,337. The reasons for 
the slump in 1925 were fairly well known. 
I nsettled conditions and a feeling of insta 
hility also operated in the other years 

Dealing with the organisation of the move 
ment Mr. O'Callaghan said that the tcta! 
number of county committees was 28. The 
savings associations were made up as 
fullows :—In schools, 2.185; in business firms, 
117; in public offices, 55; miscellaneous, 86. 
The preponderance of associations in schools 
as compared with those in business houses 
and public offices waa worthy of notice. 


“* OVER-CENTRALISATION.” 

It would seen: that at present the connty 
committees and local committees were rather 
loosely organised. He suggested with some 
difidence that the tendency in the -avings 
movement, as in the Saorstat generally. was 
towards “ over-centralisation,’” and that the 
need was for decentralisation. 

With a view to the better organisation 
and: development of the Saorstat Eireann 
savings movement the following, amongst 
other, suggestions were made: —In order that 
the Central Committee should be more 
directly representative the six cegional dis- 
tricts, comprising the various County Com- 
mittees, should elect annually to the Centra! 
Committee a total oi twelve members—two 
from each regiona) district. Bodies such as 
the Trades Union Congress, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, etc., might also have 
direct representation. With regard to savings 
associations, each association should have re- 
presentation on the local committee where 
one exists, or on the county committee if the 
associations are in the district of a county 
committee. County committees should con- 
sist of representatives of local committees in 
the area, the local authorities, and other use- 
tul members from the town or district in 
which the county committee meets. 

GOOD WISHES FROM SCOTLAND. 

Mr. J. L. Wells, 0.B.E., Secretary, Scot- 
tish Savings Committee, proposing a vote of 
thanks, referred to the friendly relations 
existing between the savings movements in 
Ireland and Scotland, and mentioned that he 
had received a letter from the chairman of his 
Savings Comnuttee, Sir Alex. Wright, saying 
that he was very pleased to think that the 
movement was taking such a hold of the 
sister isle and wishing the Congress success. 

Mr. Wells said that he was convinced that 
the continued success and advancement of the 
movement must of necessity depend on the 
strength of the local organisations. The saving 
associations must have direct representation 
on local committees. He had come to the 
conclusion that they must inevitably de- 
centralise their work as much as possible.

THE SMALL INVESTOR. 

A resolution was passed stating that the 
recent reduction in the yield of Savings Certi- 
ficates was somewhat drastic, and asking for — 
a new series to be introduced in a year’s 
time, under which special provision should 
be made for the small investor. The reso- 
Intion also asked that safeguarding against 
the larger investors making use of the certi- 
ficates as investment be adopted. 


SWEEPSTAKES AND SAVING. 

The foliowing resolution was submitted 
from Waterford :— | 

“That serious, if not fatal, results to the 
National Thrift Movement are likely to arise 
from the increased habits of betting and 
from the stimulus to gambling given to all 
classes of our people by the recently 
organised National Sweeps.” 

Chairman—I am ruling this motion out of 
order. I decline to allow a Congress dealing 
with the thrift movement to propose a 
motion of censure on another movement 
before the country. 

Mr. Liam Rafter, Waterford, said that the 
resolution did not come from Waterford 
Regional Committee, but from a local: com- 
mittee at Lismore. He did not agree with 
its denunciations. 

Chairman—I agree with a lot of it. If I 
allow this motion I can visualise a conference 
of 100 men coming together and every man 
putting down resolutions as to what he 
thinks is wreng in the way that the money 
is spent—that girls should not go to dances, 
that ladies costumes should be made from a 
uniform model. with no variations, so as to 
save money.

UALUE OF 
BABY CLUBS 
EMPH ASISED 


- 
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PUBLIC meeting was held in the Bray 
A Head Hotel yesterday, under the 
auspices of the Bray Branch of the 
Women's National Health Association. The 
Marchioness of Aberdeen and Temair pre- 
sided. 

Lady Aberdeen, in opening the meeting, 
paid a tribute to the work of the local branch. 
She outlined the history of the Association, 
and the good work it had accomplished in 
the counties where tuberculosis had broken 
out. Prevention, she said, was better than 
cure, and it was their duty to support the 
Association; for the children were dependent 
on the women of the country. The National 
Health Association had combatted the tuber- 
culosis scourge, and shown that it was a 
disease that could be prevented and resisted, 
and that it was not inherited. 

Dr. Horne said that he thought that the 
real origin of all child welfare clinics in the 
country was the baby clubs. Right from the 
beginning the baby clubs had three aims— 
first, the care of the expectant mother; 
secondly, the care of the nursing mother; 
and, thirdly, the care of the infant from birth 
to a school age; and they were still fulfilling 
these three aims. 

A few years ago one of the greatest 
tragedies was the number of mothers who 
died simply because they had no fit education 
as to what child-birth meant. Seventy-five 
per cent. of them could be saved by pre- 
ventative means, and they were going to save 
them through the baby clubs. The post- 
natal clubs also were. going to do a 
tremendous amount of good in saving the 
health of the mothers. 

Mr. Hall, manager of the Peamount Indus- 
tries, described the growth .of Peamount 
settlement, which, he said, was the result 
of a visit of Lady Aberdeen to Papworth 
village. Comparing the products of the two 
settlements, he said that in the first vear 
Papworth village produced £1,400 worth of 
goods, whereas at Peamount in their first 
vear thev turned out nine times that amount. 
The industrial settlement meant. that the 
patients were doing purpos?ful, rather than 
purposeless work. Under the. scheme every 
patient was a productive unit during the 
time he was under the doctor's care. 

Dr. A. Barry, Medical Superintendent Pea- 
mount Sanatorium, and Dr, Becket also 
spoke. 


the Irish Free State at New York for 

1930, just published, gives an account 
of the depression in the United States, which 
began in 1929 and stil! continues. The effect 
of this in regard to emigrants is thus summed | 
up :'— : 
É Five years ago an immigrant with a pro- 
fession or a skilled trade could safely rely on 
getting remunerative employment in the 
United States, and while applicants for the 
‘white collar’ occupations did not find 
employment easily, a position moderately paid 
could be secured after a reasonable wait. 
' To-day unemployment is rife in all occupations, 
and the reports of the various social organisa- 
tions are very distressing. Scarcely a day 
passes that some of our nationals do not apply 
for assistance to obtain employment, and 
such people are not always new arrivals, but 
in many cases have been in steady employ- 
ment for years. Irish-American papers of 
every political shade are unanimous in advis- 
ing the Irish emigrant to stay at home, at 
least until the present depression ends.”’ 


DEPRESSION WORSE THAN 


TARIFFS. 


_ With regard to trade with the Free State, 
the report states that imports from this 
country in 1929 and in 1930 were valued at 
5,363,611 dollars and 4,259,812 dollars, 
respectively. Free State imports into the 
United States are liable to the new tariff 
imposed in 1930, but importers feel that the 
trade depression affects imports more than 
the tariffs. The market for Irish home. 
spuns, hand-made sport stockings, and 
sweaters was good in 1929, but the demand 
fell off owing to cheap imitation fabrics from 
England, Scotland and European countries. 
Irish serges and worsteds are gradually find- 
ing their way into the American market 
owing to the mills turning out lighter-weight 
fabrics. 

Importers complain that Irish mills ignore 
the trend of fashions and cling to old colour. 
ings. In normal times the market for hand- 
made goods from the Gaeltacht should be 
good. Present indications arg that luxury 
products—hand-made tweeds, sweaters, sports 
hose and gloves—will not find a fully. absorb- 
ing market for some time. The demand for 
rugs and. blankets, which was considerable, ' 
has fallen off owing to the high price asked. 
‘The demand for Irish bacon and hams con- 
tinues steady, bat domestic and Danish com- 
petition is likely to ihcrease. | 

Higher prices are being given for better- 
class horses, such as hunters and polo ponies. 
Free State exporters of mackerel, for which 
there has been a drop in price. are advised 
to pay greater attention to quality and label- 
ling‘ of mackerel exported.

Thrift and Sweepstakes. 


The Free State’s first National Thrift 
Congress, which has been held in Dublin 
during the past two days, had a cheerful 
message for the Under the 
guidance of the Central Savings Com- 
mittee the movement has made swift and 
steady progress. Thrift is an acquired 
habit—not easily acquired, perhaps, but, 
once acquired, not easily abandoned. At 
the end of the movement’s first year the 
Free State had invested nearly a million 
pounds in savings certificates. In its fifth 
year—1929—investments reached nearly 
£1,400,000, and since 1924 more than ten 
and a half million savings certificates have 
been sold.. From two points of view the 
movement's success is vastly valuable. 
Morally, it encourages all the virtues 
which the word ‘‘discipline’’ connotes. 
Economically, it assists the national 
welfare and buttresses the State's more 
important activities. As Mr. Blythe said 
at Thursday’s meeting, a saving country 
is always prepared for emergencies ; like 
the wise virgins, it has put oil in its 
lamps. On Thursday also The Times pub- 
lished an article concerning the present 
condition of Lancashire, which furnishes 
striking proof of Mr. Blythe’s statement. 
Lancashire's industry has received a heavy 
blow, but the people have been protected 
from its worst effects by their tradition of 
saving. ‘Ihe town of Burnley, largely 
dependent on the vanished trade with 
India, actually has increased its share 
capital in the local co-operative society 
during the past year. 

Unfortunately, counteracting influences 
are at work in the Free State. At yester- 
day’s meeting of the Thrift Congress a 
resolution was submitted from Waterford 
which declared that “ serious, if not fatal, 
results to the national thrift movement 
are likely to arise from the increased 
habits of betting, and from the stimulus 
to gambling given to all classes of our 
people by the recently organised national 
sweeps.”’ Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, the chair- 
man, ruled the motion out of order, and, 
no doubt, technically in the 
right; yet it raises a grave issue, which 
patriotism cannot ignore. We do not 
know if the thrift movement already has 
felt the effects of the hospital: sweep- 
stakes, but it must feel them in the near

be made of it. 


Free State Trade. 


We print to-day a summary of the trade 
report of the Free State’s Consulate- 
General at New York for 1930. It mirrors 
a highly satisfactory condition of affairs. 
During last year, of course, the United 
States bore the full shock of the commer- 
cial depression that had begun in 1929. 
Unemployment figures soared; purchases 
were few, and the exporting nations 
suffered from the shrinkage of a valuable, 
although highly protected, market. In 
June, 1930, moreover, the Government at 
Washington imposed a new Tariff Act, 
which limited the market still further to 
exporting nations. The result of both 
circumstances, general and particular, was 
that the United States’ imports for 1930 
shrank from a value of £879,872,213 to a 
value of £612,218,124—a decrease of 30 
per cent. Of this shrinkage, however, the 
Free State did not bear her proportion ; for 
her exports to the United States in 1930 
were valued at £1,176,221, in comparison 
with £995,320 in the previous year—repre- 
senting a rise of more than 25 per cent. 
By far the greater part of this increase 
was due to the larger export from Cork of 
Ford tractors and tractor parts, which 
accounted for £998,735 in 1930, as against 
£562,528 in 1929. Virtually all other 
articles showed a substantial decline, 
but the tractors were more than sufficient 
to redress the balance. It is interesting 
to learn that the demand for Irish bacon 
and hams continues steady, though a note 
of warning against the increasing com- 
petition of American and Danish products 
is sounded in the report. The American 
market forms the Free State's 
customer after Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland ; and we are glad to see that its 
demand is constant.

\WMEDIATELY on the opening of the

“The French Government has taken 
note with keen interest of the proposal 
of the President of the United States, and 
it declares itself in agreement with the 
jofty sentiments which inspire that pro- 
socal. The French Government is, more 
than any other, desirous to see translated 
into acts for the economic reconstruction 
of the world a solidarity whereby it has 
alwavs been inspired, either in antici- 
pating the successive reductions of the 
German debt or by carrying out the 
anticipated evacuation of the third Rhine- 
jand zone in echange for the complete and 
fnal settlement of the reparation 
programme decided at Geneva on 
September 16th, 1928. 


FRENCH OFFER. 

“Tt desires to emphasise before world 
opinion the extent of the new sacrilice 
which is asked of France after all these 
which she has already accepted. In reply 
to the question of President Hoover, the 
French Senna is prepared to ask the 
French Parliament, whose intervention is 
indispensable and whose decision is 
sovereign, that France should abstain 
provisionally during the period of one 
vear from retaining any payments‘ from 
the Reich. 

* But given the nature of the under- 
takings of the Young Plan, fully accepted 
and quite recently subscribed to, the 
solemnity with which was recognised the 
final and non-deferable character of the 
unconditional annuities, whereby the 
necessary permanence of the principle of 
reparations is expressed, the risk would 
be great, and would upset confidence in 
the value of signatures and contracts, and 
go go against the object in view if in the 
proposed suspension of payments the non- 
deferable annuity were treated in the 
same way as the conditional annuity..

T BE, final rally of the electors in the 

Kildare by-election will take place 
to-morrow, when hundreds of meetin 
will be held by all parties. Not a single 
parish will be left ynvisited, and it is 
safe to say that never before have the 
electors of Kildare, or any other con- 
stituency for that matter, been subjected 
to such an intensive process of can- 
vassing. 

This is not altogether surprising. The 
contest is not alone of interest for itself. 
but it is of outstanding importance in 
the effect which almost inevitably it will 
have in deciding the date of the general 
election. It will be recalled that shortly 
after the death of Deputy Colohan there 
was a general feeling of apathy with 
regard to the filling of the vacancy. 
Labour, to which party the late deputy 
belonged, was admittedly despondent as 
to the prospect of a contest. The Govern- 
ment Party showed no disposition for a 
fight, and even threw out the suggestion 
that the Labour. Party, being in posses- 
sion, should be allowed by consent to hold 
the seat till the general election. Fianna 
Fail, on the other hand, appeared to 
regard the seat as already won. They 
pressed for an election, and so all parties 
were absorbed in the swirl of a contest. 


GOVERNMENT PARTY VIEW. 
The campaign was entered upon in a 
rather perfunctory way, but as time went 
on it seems as if all parties discovered 
new affiliqtions in the county, and conse- 
quently new reasons for assuming that 
they were much more popular there than 
they had supposed. he result is that 
during the past week party leaders dis- 
played more and more confidence. Every 
one of them was quite satisfied that his 
candidate would win, and every one was 
prepared to give reasons why this would 
go. 

Mr. Liam Burke, chief organiser of 
Cumann na nGaedheal, gave me his 
reasons thus :— 

‘‘ 1. Because the Government Party is 
the only party in the country which has 
solid, positive achievement to its credit, 
and which does not rely on fantastic and 
mutually contradictory promises to win 
support. 

“ 2. Because it has become more obvious 
than ever during recent weeks that the 
only positive quality about the Fianna 
Fail Party is that they are still closely in 
contact, as a kind of political tail, with 
the remnant of the armed organisations 
which led them into civil war in 1922. A 
clear proof of this was afforded by the 
spectacle of Fianna Fail marching to 
Bodenstown under the direction and con- 
trol of these organisations. 

“ó. Because Mr. de Valera has indi- 
cated to the farmers of Kildare, who own 
100 acres of land or over, that they will 
get short shrift if he comes into power. 

“4. Because the recent outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease, and its results 
have been a clear object-lesson on the 
disastrous consequences of the Fianna Fail 
policy of deliberate interference with our 
foreign trade. 

“5. Because the votes of the workers of 
Kildare will go either to the Government 
or the Labour candidate, not to the Fianna 
Fail candidate, whose anxiety to reduce 
wages is well known. 

“ 6. Because the voters: of Kildare are 
intelligent men and women.”’ 


FIANNA FAIL PROSPECTS, 

An authority competent to speak for 
Fianna Fail gave me the following reasons 
why that party should win :— 

“ During the course of the by-election 
campaign in Kildare it has become in- 
creasingly obvious that the great majority 
of the electors in that county desire to see 
a Government in office operating the 
policy with which Fianna fail is most 
closely identified, the protection.of 1n- 
dustry and agriculture by tariffs and 
otherwise, the development of our 
resources by our own people in. our own 
in.vrests, and the vigorous use of the 
powers we possess to achieve complete 
political independence in our day. 1t may 
pe that some who believe in that policy 
will be induced to vote for one of the 
other candidates on side issues, but Fianna 
Fail is confident that the result will show, 
as in Longford-Westmeath, that the 
peoples’ hopes are centred on thus party, 
and that they desire to give it a chance of 
carrying out its programme, 

“ Fianna Fail’s prospects are, of course, 
greatly strengthened by the personality 
of its candidate, Mr. Tom Harris, who 
is widely known as an unselfish worker 1n 
the national cause, and a man whose 
honesty and sincerity of purpose are 
beyond question. Many who do not see 
eye to eye with him on all matters will, 
nevertheless, vote for him. 


LABOUR’S HOPES. 

Labour hopes to win, as one of its 
leaders said to me, for the following, 
amongst other, reasons :— 

“ Because our candidate is the best of 
the three; because our programme has 
stood the test of criticism; because the 
vacant seat has been a Labour seat, and 
the attempt to filch it from Labour is 
strongly resented by all fair-minded 
people; because, though the Labour 
organisation had declined in the con- 
stituency even in 1927 and since, there 
has been a remarkable revival recently, 
due to the opposition to Labour interests 
by the other parties, as evidenced by the 
candidates they have selected. 

‘Because it is known that influential 
men who were active in one or other of 
the other two parties are now working 
hard in the interests of the Labour candi- 
date. From the canvass that has been 
made and the enthusiasm displayed both 
at meetings and otherwise I am confident 
that a Labour victory is assured.”’ 


Clearly, some of these are going to be 
disappointed. Only one candidate can 
win. All of them will. of course, en- 


It will not follow that the candidate who 
tops the list of first preferences 1s going 
to be elected. Proportional representa- 
tion will then operate, and the disposal 
of the second preferences of the eliminated 
candidate will decide the victor. i 
On all sides one hears that the poll will 
be a most exhaustive one. The fact that 
the polling day is a Roman Catholic 
holy day will help materially to make it 
a big poll; but, in additjon, the can- 
vassing has been so persistent and so 
effective by all parties, and the arrange- 


‘ments which are being made for bringing 


voters to the polling booths are so exten- 
sive, that a poll of well over eighty per 
cent. is confidently anticipated. 
This will compare very satisfactorily 
with 64.7 per cent. in September, 1927, 
and 65.4 per cent. in June, 1927.

T is a great pity (as we say, giving, 
unconsciously, the Gaelic twist to the 
English sentence) that Mr. de Valera 
hurried away from the Dail as soon as he 
could after yesterday’s sitting. 

If he had lingered a while on the sun- 
baked steps of Leinster House, admiring, 
as all persons with “ soul ” must do, the 
new colour scheme of the flower beds, 
achieved by the skilful substitution of 
decorous geraniums for the previous riot 
of wallflowers, he might have heard the 
horns of elfland faintly blowing through 
the midsummer air. 


DISCORDANCE? 


In that case he would, doubtless, have 
been greatly refreshed in spirit. On the 
other hand, he might have heard, as I did, 
some. sort of wind instrument dolefully, 
but determinedly, playing ‘‘ God Save the 
King ” in Kildare street. Mr. de Valera’s 
reaction to the latter air would un- 
doubtedly have given an additional 
stimulus to week-end electioneering in 
County Kildare. 

It might also have caused him to add a 
footnote to the moratorium resolution 
which he has been trying to persuade. an 
unsympathetic House to listen to for the 
last two or three days. 

Yesterday morning he was again frus- 
trated when he tried to foist it on a 
languid and very attenuated assembly. 
There was quite a bright little duel 
between the Leader of the Opposition and 
the Speaker. : 


THE OPPOSITION URGE. 


Mr. de Valera wanted to let Mr. Hoover 
know about our land annuities which we 
are still paying to the “ hated Saxon.’’ 
He thought it would be a good idea if they 
were included in this moratorium business 
—along with a few other debts from which 
he thought we might possibly escape 
under the American President’s benevolent 
gesture. 

The Speaker was not concerned with the 
value of Mr. de Valera’s suggestion, but 
with its form.

SPEAKER STANDS FIRM. 


“The Ceann Comhairle,” said the 
Speaker (and it may We explained for 
the benefit of those who sit in the outer 
darkness that the Ceann Comhairle is 
the Speaker), “can interpret the Stand- 
ing Orders with regard to questions, and 
the matter cannot be raised in the House 
on a specific question except by way of 
indicting the Ceann Comhairle for an 
improper performance of his duty.”

IR PHILIP CUNLIFFE-LISTER (Con- 

servative, Hendon), at the sitting of 

the House of Commons yesterday, asked 

the Prime Minister if he was in a position 

to make any statement in regard to the 
financial position in India.

‘“‘ It will not be possible t introduce the 
proposed constitutional changes if financial 
stability is not assured, and His Majesty’s 
Government are determined not to allow a 
state of affairs to arise which might 
jeopardise the financial stability and good 
Government of India, for which the Secre- 
tary of State is at present responsible. 

‘They have, therefore, decided that. 
should the need arise, they will apply to 
Parliament for the authority necessary to 
enable them to give financial support, 
under suitable conditions, to the Govern- 
ment of India, for the purpose of main- 
taining the credit of the ccuntry, pending 
the settlement of the _ constitutional 
problem and the formulation of provisions 
which will ensure the maintenance of 
India’s credif in the future.” 

The Prime Minister’s statement was 
received without comment. 


LABOUR IN INDIA.

ROYAL COMMISSION'S 
REPORT. 


The findings of the Royal Commission 
on Labour in India will be published on 
Thursday next. 

It is understood that the report—a 
unanimous one—is likely to be as notable 
in regard to industrial and social matters 
as the Simon report was in the political 
and constitutional field. 

Mr. J. N. Whitley, a former Speaker of 
the House of Commons, was Chairman of 
the Commission, and six o- the twelve 
members were Indians.

THE SPANISH 
ELECTIONS. 


The Times to-day in a leading article 


on ‘‘ Elections in Spain ” observes :—The. 


chief danger to the present régime is not 
from the Right, but from the Left; for 
only six Monarchist candidates are stand- 
ing. As our Madrid Correspondent has 
said in his message, the immediate issue 
is “order versus disorder,’’ and the 
champions of disorder are the Syndicalisis 
and Communists from Barcelona and the 
mine fields of Asturias. Communist 
propaganda has spread over the whole 
country, and the peasantry of Andalusia 
has been “worked up into demanding the 
ownership of the land on which it lives. 
Men who had taken refuge in‘ Russia 
during the recent Dictatorships are pass- 
ing about the country unmolested, and 
some have been reported by our Correspon- 
dent as giving instruction in practical 
incendiarism. ~ 

The spread of subversive literature, the 
virulence of the language at an increasing 
number of Syndicalist and Communist 
meetings, and the holding of an Anarchist 
Congress in Madrid, are a direct threat 
to the young democracy of Spain. But 
it would be a mistake to regard the 
Communist movement in Spain simply as 
the hooliganism of the desperate. It has 
its thinkers and its reconstructive ideas, 
vague though thev be. 

SOCIALIST PARTY’S PROSPECTS. 

There is significance in the words re- 
cently used by the Syndicalist pro- 
pagandist, Sefior Pestana, at the Ateneo 
Club. If the Spanish Revolution passed 
over the claims of the workers to partici- 
pate in wealth, as the French Revolu- 
tion had done, the Syndicalists, he de- 
clared, could, and would, destroy the new 
regime. But whatever the “ economic 
idealism ’’ ultimately inspiring this move- 
ment, it resorts to the most violent and 
dastardly methods, and in the present 
elections its representatives are wreckers. 

The Socialist Party, whose ultimate aims 
are not dissimilar, but which has a better 
sense of what is immediately practicable, 
forms the strongest bulwark at present 
against the forces of disorder in Spain, 
and possesses an organisation that gives 
it the prospect of coming out of the elec- 
tions as the most numerous single party 
in the State. 
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POTATO BLIGHT. 


DISEASE STILL 
SPREADING.

Potato blight has now become widespread 
throughout the Irish Free State, the latest 
county to be affected being Monaghan. 

The only means of dealing with this disease 
is by spraying thoroughly at least twice, and 
farmers who wish to save the crop should 
adopt this measure of protection without the 
slightest hesitation and at the earliest 
moment. 

At the meeting of the Wexford County 
Committee of Agriculture, Mr. P. V. Coghlan, 
agricultural instructor, stated that potato 
blight was prevalent all over the county, but 
was not making rapid headway.

DEPARTMENT'S WARNING 
TO GROWERS. 


The Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
issued the following statement last night — 

From reports to hand from every part of 
the country it is «vident that potato blight 
has become widespread. 

The Department view the situation with 
grave anxiety, and desire to warn potato 

rowers of the serious danger threatening this 
important crop unless they take energetic 
measures to protect it. 

Growers should not hesitate to spray, even 
if their crops are very backward in growth. 
A second spraying should be given from two 
to three weeks after the first, and, in view 
of the climatic conditions this year, a third 
spraying will be necessary. Care should be 
taken to see that the spraying mixture 1s 
roperly prepared. i 
F RE rá of sulphate of fi ae in powdered 
form are exceedingly limited, and, therefore, 

tato growers should not hesitate to purchase 
the sulphate of copper in any form in which 
it can procured, whether in coarse or fine 
crystals or powder. Provided it is pure, it 
is equally suitable in any of these forms for 
use in the preparation of potato spraying 
mixtures.

The Period Ball, held at Ballsbridge to 
celebrate the bi-centenary of the Royal 
Dublin Society, must rank as one of the 
most brilliant functions that have ever 
been held in Dublin. Not even in the gay 
days of Grattan’s Parliament could there 
have been anything to approach the 
gorgeous splendour of a night that brought 
together groups representative of memor- 
able figures: and incidents of past 
centuries. 

For the occasion upwards of 1.600 
members and guests were assembled. They 
included all sections of the community 
The Governor-General, with Mrs. McNeill, 
was present, as was the President of the 
Executive Council, with Mrs. Cosgrave, 
and many of the Ministers of the State. 
The foreign diplomatic corps was strongly 
in evidence, as were members of the 
Judiciary and of learned professions. 

The sight in the Main Hall as the guests 
assembled was one of great splendour. The 
spacious floor shone up brilliantly as a 
fitting stage on which these visitors from 
the past could gather. In the alcoves 
around were groups of visitors, and on the 
balcony overhead others were content to 
sit and gaze on the bright throng below— 
a feast of grace and beauty. 


THE OPENING, 


When, shortly after nine o'clock last 
night, the Governor-General and Mrs. 
McNeill, escorted by Lord Powerscourt 
and a number of distinguished visitors, 
entered the Ballroom of the Royal Dublin 
Society, Ballsbridge, and started the ball, 
it seemed that time stood still to enable 
the spirits of the past two hundred years 
to steal from the kingdom of souls and 
re-visit past scenes of delight. Appro- 
priately enough—to add to the happy 
illusion—the Governor-General and Mrs. 
McNeill, in their modern evening dress, 
were introduced to the scene by Lord 
Powerscourt, who wore the vivid red coat, 
blue sash and white silk knee breeches of 
the Courtier of the Georgian period of 
the last century. At the wave of his staff 
there emerged groups of quadrilles 
organised by the Viscountess Powerscourt, 
Senator the Countess of Desart, and by 
Lady HolmPatrick to represent the early 
nineteenth century. 

In their picturesque costumes the groups 
presented a delightful picture as they 
wended their way through the graceful 
measures of the old dance. Then on to 


the spacious floor entered a great throng | 


of dancers, dressed to represent various 
periods and historical figures of the last 
two hundred years. 

A group of “Ancestors ” of 1735 rubbed 
shoulders with a band of Gypsies from 
Southern Europe of a hundred 
later. Then there was a big party of 
George the Third period, in all their fine- 
ness of attire, offering a striking contrast 
to the stern-looking United Irishmen and 
women of 1798. Quite one of the most 
amusing groups was that ofa party “ visit- 
ing the Horse Show in 1880.” the tight- 
waisted and heavily-frilled dresses of the 
ladies, with their saucer-like hats and 
tiny umorellas, making a pretty, if funny, 
picture. 


TABLEAUX, 


During the dances there were tableaux 
of various groups. Some of these which 
came in. for special applause were the 
group arranged by Commendatore Piero 
Toni to represent “ Lord Byron’s First 
Appearance in Venetian Society,’’ and an 
““ 1820 period ' group arranged by Mrs. 
R. Mulcahy, wife of the Minister of Local 
Government. A feature of this group was 
that all the gowns were of Irish poplin and 
everything worn made in Ireland. 

As the night wore on che scene became 
more and more lively. The guests entered 
joyously into the dancing, and it was 
amusing to watch the contrast in dress and 
style offered as figures of the late nine- 
teenth century danced with those of a 
hundred years earlier. 

The introduction of the graceful minuet 
to the music of a specially composed 
‘* Minuet in D,’’ by Mr. Dermot MacMur- 
rough, was one of the features of the 
night. 

Some Irish dances were also greatly 
enjoyed. 


THE MEMBERS’ LAWN. 


There were many who found the heat of 
the ballroom too exacting, and these 
wandered through the beautiful grounds 
to the members’ lawn, where, in the great 
canvas pavilion they. found a welcome and 
restful atmosphere. The big marquee was 
all ablaze with myriads of coloured lights. 
A fine selection of music was here 
provided by the No. 1 Army Band, while 
light refreshments were served from a 
running buffet. Here there was a constant 
coming and going, and one got opportunity 
to study at closer hand the different 
costumes and to marvel at the faithfulness 
to detail which most of the wearers dis- 
played. 

It was quite easy to pick out the 
characters. 

There were some splendid conceptions 
among the groups, and the costumes 
admirably reflected the art, literature and 
life of their respective periods. [For 
instance, there was the group organised 
by members of the Society, starting with 
an officer of Dillon’s Regiment in 1700, 
and ending with a lady of the year 1900. 


A POMPADOUR GROUP. 


There was a delightful “ Pompadour”’ 
group, and then a most interesting series 
of “ Brides and Bridegrooms from 1730 
to 1890 ’’—a very effective bit of character 
drawing. 

Admirers of Jane Austen were forth- 
coming in a couple of groups, and another 
set drew on the characters from the 
romantic story sto - of “The Scarlet 
Pimpernel.’’ Another good portrayal was 
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group from ‘‘ The Colleen Bawn.” Some of 
the individual selections were effective and 
striking. 

Owing to the great numbers present 
supper had to be served in three relays. 
For the occasion 63 tables, seating eight 
persons apiece, were set in the Members’. 
Hall, with one large table on the stage 
for the Governor-General and party of 
distinguished visitors, : 

The hall, with. its beautifully dressed, 
beflowered tables and glittering silver pre- 
sented a wonderful scene, in striking con- 
trast to its normal appearance when used 
as a recital hal). 

The dancing in the Main Hall was kept 
up vigorously, the music supplied by the 
orchestra, under Mr. Manahan, being 
irresistible. So the hours sped on, with 
the gathering in happy carnival mood 
making the most of an unforgettable occas 
sion. 


PRESS ARRANGEMENTS. 


The success was another triumph for the 
organising power of the Royal Dublin 
Society. Nothing seemed to have been 
overlooked, and possibly the only persons 
with a grievance were the representatives 
of the Press. For them—both women and 
men of the profession—there was no pro- 
vision or facilities of any kind, and 
writing accommodation had to be found 
wherever they could get a corner. Thev 
were not apparently deemed worthy of 
invitations to, or places in, the supper 
room. That was certainly a novei expert. 
ence, which will make the Bi-Centenargy 
Ball a memorable one for them. ' 


THE QUADRILLES. 


The ball was opered by a stately group of 
quadrilles, organised by the Viscountess 
Powerscourt and Senator the Countess of 
Desart, the period being the time of Waterloo, 
1815. The magnificent attire of both the men 
and women was much admired. All the 
materials used for the costumes were entirely 
of Irish manufacture. Those in the group 
included Lady Powerscourt, who wore a gown 
of emerald green brocaded satin, the under- 
skirt being beautifully trimmed with old 
embroidery, and Mrs. McGilligan in a gown 
of golden-coloured Irish poplin, with an under- 
skirt of Carrickmacross lace. Madame 
Alphand chose a gown of gold brocade, 
trimmed with black lace, while Mademoiselle 
Suzanne Alphand was in an Empire gown of 
primrose-coloured satin. 

Mrs. Hugh Kennedy wore . handsome gown 
of powder-blue and ivory brocade, trimmed 
with old lace. Rose and apricot brocade satin 
was worn by Mrs. T. Finlay, with a satin 
panel.

LARGE number of additional replies 

A to the circular of May 8th last, en- 

closing a draft constitution of a new 

butter marketing organisation in the Free 

State, were dealt with at a meeting of the 

Committee appointed by the Conference of 

Creamery Societies in Dublin last April. held 

in Leinster House, Dublin, yesterday—Mr. A. 
Haslett, T.D., presiding. 

The overwhelming majority of the replies 
favoured the scheme submitted by the Com- 
mittee. Of those against, some were opposed 
to any scheme of centralisation, while a few 
objected to the scheme submitted without 
stating in what respects they disagreed with 
it. 

Of the majority who expressed themselves 
in favour of the scheme, many did so on the 
understanding that it would be supported by 
a sufficient number of the creameries—-some 
suggested 75 per cent.—-while others con- 
sidered. that it was too late to commence trad- 
ing this season. 

Having regard to all the circumstances the 
meeting considered that it would not be ex- 
pedient to register the proposed Society for 
the present, but that, if possible, the views of 
the creameries that had not yet replied be 
obtained, and —if deemed necessary——a general 
conference of the Societies be convened later 
in the year, at which every aspect of the 
question of combined marketing could be con- 
sidered, including the details of the scheme 
already placed before the creameries. 


THE ENGLISH MARKET. 
CHANGES IN DEMAND FOR 
BUTTER. 


- 


As the result of an investigation by the 
Economic Section of the Empire Marketing 
Board into the retail marketing of butter in 
four Midland industrial towns in 
Britain in November, 1928, and November, 
1930, an instructive report has been issued by 
His Majesty’s Stationery Office, London. 

The month of November was selected 
because it coincides with the normal change- 
over in retail stocks from Irish butter to 
Southern hemisphere butters. As between 
1928 and 1930 the total imports of butter in- 
creased by 12 per cent. The greater part of 
this came from New Zealand and Denmark. 
Australian imports also rose, but those from 
the Irish Free State showed a decrease chiefly 
in October and November, 1930. 

Comparing November, 1928, and November, 
1930, the wholesale prices of best quality New 
Zealand and Danish butters dropped by about 
38 per cent. and 30 per cent. respectively. 
Retail prices in shops visited fell by about 
6d. per lb., the average being nearlv Is. 11d. 
in November. 1928. and 1s. 5d. in November, 
1930. Over the same period the total weekly 
sales of butter in the towns under notice in 
creased by 12 per cent., the proportion of 
Empire to total butter sales rising from 28 
to 56 per cent. 

New Zealand butter was stocked in nearly 
twice as manv shops in the 1930 survey as in 
1928. while its total sales were more than 
doubled. 

Weekly sales of Australian and Irish 
hutters were not maintained at the 1928 level, 
but the number of shops stocking Irish butter 
showed an increase.

TO PARENTS. 

EXAMINATIONS.—sitnce march, following a 
eneral inspection of the Schuell, we have been 
secuoguised as 4 local centre lor tne holding of the 
Caumoridge examinations, and have been able to 
make special arrangements whereby we papers 
in certain subjects will be set on our own coutses 
instead of un tnose prescribed. Pupils can, there- 
jure, ioliow the ordinary iniermediate syliabus and 
get a Cumbriige Certilicate—a beautitul arrange- 
ment. Suv tar us Newtown ia concerned, 1 believe 
we have, by this means, solved the problem of what 
to Gu With pupils wue doe not learn Irish, or have 
Staried it tuou late, and, tuereiure, cannot take 
the intermediate, or who, like our three best 
candidates this year, are not allowed to take it 
vecause iwey are tow young. 

IHISH.— Parents who want their children to do 
really well at Irish should consider sending them 
to an Irish College fur part of the summer vaca- 
lion, King College, Co. Waterford, has special 
intensive summer courses, in which scholars study 
and epeak the language for a month. They may 
lives tn an Irish-speaking boardinghouse under Pro- 
testaut management, 1 strongly recommend 
parents to try this in future years, if not in the 
present one. A month at Ring would do a great 
deal to give facility and interest in Irish, and 
confidence in the use of it. An annual scholar- 
ship is now being inaugurated to encourage our 
pupils to go, and any whe do so may have an 
extra week of holiday in September, This year’s 
award is being divided between R. Jolin Harvey 
and Mona G. Fisher. 

Thus, whether pup.!s are or are not learning 
Irish, we are endeavouring to meet their require- 
ments in ways that, so far as | know, are not 
being attempted in any other school. 

MODERN LANGUAGE S1UDY.—University 
students on the Continent are often anxioue to 
improve their English, and various organisations 
are trying to arrange for them -to visit homes and 
give tuition in Continental languages in return for 
English conversation. I have now received a iat 
of some of the stucents who are ‘looking for open- 
ings this vear, and who are recommended. “ They 
are willing to give their -services as language 
tutors, wovernesses, companions, etc.. to any family 
who will offer them free hoard and lodging and 
tgeat them as members of the family in return. 
They will pay their own travelling expenses. They 
are en'itured people, and come from good families. 
They make delightful and interesting visifora, and 
are very conscientious about the help they give.” 

T shall he pleased to assist the parents of our 
pupils fo ert into tonch with these. 

PARENTS’ REPORTS received at the heginning 
of this term contained, as usual, some useful 
enegestions and remarks. We have dealt with 
these ae seemed best. Among the 6ubjecta .n- 
cluded were :— 

(1) THE SWIMMING BRATIT WATER. This ia 
now being kept bateriologically clean hy means of 
Chioros solution, and is heing tested frequentiy 
with an Ortho-tolidine testing apparatus. The 
water now acts as a disinfectant on anybody who 
gets into it, and thongh its taste is not improved 
it ean he more safely dived into, swum in, an 
swallowed than at any time during the thirty-seven 
years we have had the hath. 

(2) BOY SCOUTS AND GIRL GUIDES. TUniess 
more hours can be put into the day ard more days 
into the week we do not know how any extensive 
fresh activities are to he added to the life of the 
school. Schools less fully equipped than Newtown 
naturally need something like a Scout er a Guide 
Troop. but really there is hardiy anvthing that 
Scouts and Guides would he likely to promote that 
is not already found here. These organisations 
are. perhaps, the finest educational development ef 
modern times, hut how we are to fit them in use- 
fully is an unsolved problem. 

INSURANCE OF FEES—T have particulars of 
two achemes which are now jin use in a number of 
schools. (1) An Insurance Extra is payable for 
two years, and if the parent dies the fees are 


then paid hy the Company for four years, or up to 
the age of 18. (2) An Insurance Extra which 
provides for the payment by the Company of fees 
payable while the pupil is absent from school on 
account of sickness. Such policies as these would 
have heen most useful last year, and. of course, 
there is just a possibility that somebody may get 
il again. The premiums can be added to the 
ordinary accounts.
